of Good-nature, and Good-breeding, and entertain’d 


me very agreeably with many curious Inftances, not 


b only of the Religion, but of the Humanity and Po- 


fitenefs likewife, of that plain but h People .

Blefs'd Power! did I cry out, who art fo wonderfully 
goss and beneficent to thefe thy Creatures ; to infirm, 
il, fallible Man! happy the People who are in fuch 
a Cafe, and under fuch an infaliible Guidance and 
Direétion, to whom it is given to know the Wiil of 
their Sovercign Lord and Creator, and who are capa- 
citated by a regular and uniform Obedience to his 
Precepts, to exalt themfelves into his Good-will, and 
fir themfelves by that means to inherit with him eter- 
nal Glory. In the mean time I try’d the whole 
Compafs of my Underftanding ; thou rolde me, 
(and my Reafon and Nature were at once convinc'd 
and pleas'd with ic) that to think worthily and 
truly of him, was the Foundation of all Religion ; 
thou pointedeft aut bis neceflary Exiftence, explained 
his Attributes, and fhew'd him unto me in his Wor'se. 
Never fhall I forget the Paine you took with me ; oft 
wouldeft thou retire with me to thy Cabin, to inftrué 
and help me in my Inquiries, from thence thou 
wouldeft bid me view the immenfe Deluge of Waters, 
and the infinite Expanfe of the Heavens above, the 
Sun, the Moon, and the Stars, of whofe Magnicude, 
Diftance, and Swiftnefs of Revolution thou talkedft 
fo furprifingly yet probably, as that thou filled@# my 
Mind at once with the greateft Pleafure and Aftonith- 
ment. J faw his infinite Wifdom in the Beauty, the 
Order, and the Regularity of Things; how mighty 
his Power muft be who could create, and how im- 
menfe the Goodnefé which preferves and fuftaineth 
them. And as thou madeft me behold him in the 
firſt place in thi® great and amiable Light, fo you 
proceeded to give me a very probable, and moft ne- 
ceflary Idea of an immediate Revelation, agreeable 
to his own Rectitude, and the Frailty and Degene- 
tacy of his Creatures. Thou putteft thy Law into 
my Hands, I perufed it with great Attention, and 
tound either in the Precepts of Adofes, or of | 
efus, but what appeared truly worthy of the Divine 
ifion. That there is but One Infinite, Eternal, 
and Everlafting God, is highly reafonable ; that to 
make ourfelves any Image, or Likenefé of him, of 
any Kind, is ridiculous and finful; that to invoke 
his moft tremendous Name in vain, and have it other- 
wife in our Mouths, than in the moft ferious Manner, 
and upon the moft ſolemn Occafions, is blafphemous 
and effronting ; that to fer apart one peculiar Day in 
Seven, for his immediate Honour and Service, is but 
decent, neceflary, and equitable ; that to honour our 
Parents; to commit no Murder, nor Adultery ; not 
to fteal ; to bear no talfe Witnefs againft any Man ; 
nor yet to covet his Goods and Poffetfions of any Kind 
or Nature; but in Sincerity and Truth of Heart to 
forgive our Enemies, and to love one another, are 
Precepts the moft pure, the moft joe, and the mof 
exalted. In this Perfuafion L arriv’d in Euvope, (thou 
knoweft) fond and impatient of communing with a 
peculiar People, whom I hop'd and imagin'd I fhould 
find as exemplary in theit Praétice as their Profef- 
fions ; I call’d myfelf already a Chriftien, and it was 
an unſpeakable Pleafure and Satisfaction to me, that 
I had not the leaſt Doubt with myflf about what I 
took fortheireffential Doétrines. Upon our Arrival 
at London, fome neceflary Avocations call'd thee for 
a fmall Time from me; thou wert fo good, dur- 
ing thy Abfence in the Country, as to recommend 
me to the Care of an honeft and good Man, in 
whofe Houfe I received an hofpitable and kind Wel- 
come. Thou injoinedft me, at Parting, to live re- 
tired, and that I fhould fufpend my further Curiofity 
about Religion, till thy Return ; but this was the 
only Thing in which I could difobey you. There 
came to and fro to our Houfe, a Man of a very vene- 
rable Aſpect and Habir, and who call'd himfelf of 
the Order of Fefus. 1 could not refitt the Impulfe I 
had to put myfelf io bis Way. My diffcrent Drefs 
and Figure could not but let him fee that I was a 
Foreigner. He ask’d. my Landlord who I was, and 
of what Coun:ry ? He acquainted him that I was as 
Ivoquive lately strived ; and that thro’ my Induftry L 
was pretty well acquainted with the Englifh Lan- 
guage. He had no ſooner informed himfelf, thao he 
! came and addrefs’d me with great Humanity : He 
ask’d me of my Religion, and in very obliging 
| Terms made mean Offer of his Service, in inffrucr- 
ing me in what he call’d the true Faich. I knew not 








I thew'd him the Laws of Mofes and of Fess, whic 
thou hadft put isto my Haads, and expreis'’d to him 
the great Pleafure and SatistaGtion I had in affencing 
to their Commandments. Upon this he proceeded to 
inquire of my Faith, as he call'd it; a Term thou 
had@ never taught me, and the Signification of which 
I was quite ata Lofsfor. He proceeded to impofe a 
great Number of hard Words more, which I could 
not make Senfe of. He endeavoured to explain him- 
felf, ashe told me : I gave him che moſt ferious At- 
tention I was able, but could not, for the Life of me, 
have any tolerable and intelligent Conception of 
what he faid. The molt I could poflibly make of it 
was, That Good Works were infufficient of them- 
felves, either to fave or juftify ; and that the Saiva- 
tion of Mankind more abfobutely and immediarcly 
depended upon a certain Belicf, in paying an impli- 
cit Obedience to the Church, and its Ordinances, 
aad ftri@ly and firmly believing aad abiding by the 
Commands and Doétrines of our Spiritual Guides and 
Paftors, however abfurd and ridiculous they may 
rationally appear tous. I muft own to Thee, thete 
Doctrines appeared much too vefin'd and fubtie ; 1 did 
not like the Word A/yfery, which he feem'd fo very 
fond of, and which he craftily introduced every now 
and then, as I thoughr to difguife fome private Self- 
End: I could not tell how to relith, for Inttance, 
his Meanings about Original Sin, Election, Predefi- 
nation, and the like; they were quite new to me, 
and when [ came ferioufly to confider them, gave 
me as much Horror as Surprize. I had been bid to 
read the Scriptures by the Prophets of Fefus, and 
told that in them I fhould find the Springs of Life. 
I found that Duty to God and our Neighbour, was the 
prevailing Principle, and run thro’ and govern'd the 
Whole. J had all along been taught by thee, That 
Morality was the Foundation of all True Religion, 
that Forms and Ceremonies are in no Kind effential 
tos and that all the Service a Creature could accep- 
tably pay to his Creator, was that of a clean and in- 
corrupt Heart. From this Perfwafion it was that I 
very joyfully and readily gave the Preference te the 
Chriftian Syflem, which I had found to excel all 
ohers I had ever met with, both for the Simplicity 
as well as Beauty of ite Doétrines and Manners. 
More particularly, as I found them perfectly to qua- 
drate with the Attributes thou hadi given me of 
God, and agreeable to the Re@iiude ef his divine 
PerfeGions. 

I nave before told thee, Captain, of the Hopes 
which I had entertain’d and cenceiv’d, and of the 
Good-Will I confequently bore towards the Aywro- 
pean Nations, founded upon a Notion and Senfe of 
the Chriftian Religion ; whofe Principles I thought 
I had wholly learnt, and whofe Precepts-1 etteem'd 
and honout’d as facred and divine. | likewife iari- 
mated to thee my fincere Defire and Inclination of 
conforming fo ite —** upon ſuch Perſuaſion 
flattering myfelf in the Pleafure and Complacency 
of Mind If was to meet with, in the Friendfhip and 
Communion of a People fo zealows of good Works. 
To find them agreeing .in, and govera'd by, com- 
mon and univerial Confenr, in Judgmenc and Opi- 
nion, and to fee that a regular, unilorm, and peace- 
able Difpofition, ran thro’ and guided them in 
their whole Condué& and Behaviour, was the leat I 
could imagine and expeét, from the Nature and 
Simplicity ot thy Law ; the whole Subftance of which 
One of their Holy Prophets hath fo plainly and figni- 
ficantly comprehended and exprefs'd in few Words, 
wiz. In doing Fuftice, im ving Mercy, atid walking 
humbly with their God. But alas! I foon perceiv'd 
that I was fatally miffaken here, nor knéw I enough 
how to exprefs my Surprize and Affonifamenc unco 
thee, when I came fomewhat more particulatly ro 
inquire into their Manners, and to compare their 
Practice with their Profefions : Te find thy Pcogle in 
their Lives and Conduct quite the Revérfe af what I 
expeftcd. To beheld a manifeR Difebedienct to 
the Do€trine and Contmandments of their Lawgiver 
appear in all their Actione whom they benened with 
their Tongue indeed, but whofe Hearts were vifibly far 
from bim, could not but very mnch fhock me. In- 
ftead of Forbearance and Sclf&Denial, the meek, 
the humble, the unblemifh'd Life, fo offen and fo 
plainly commanded and inculcated by thy Gofpel,
